May 31.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] Four thousand miles 
of travel by canoe, by dog train and 
on foot is involved in the series of 
pastoral visitations upon which Bishop 
Stringer of the Episcopal Yakon dlo- 
cese has just left Whitehorse. The 
bishop goes first to Edmonton, from 
which center he will traverse the vast 
northland interior to Fort MacPherson, 
a distance of 2000 miles, visiting the is- 
olated churches and missions en route.

Drinks the Contents of Two-Ounce 
Vial of-Creolin, But Smart Work 
on Part of Two Police Surgeons 
Brings Her Back to Life—Tells 
Heart-Rending Story. 


Hungering for the love of mother 
and father or for the companionship 
of a friend who would be interested 
in her, Helen Schwertek, 17 years old, 
attempted to commit suicide last night 
by drinking the contents of a two- 
ounce vial of creolin. 

Only the quick work of Police Sur- 
geons Quint and Garrett saved the 
girl's life. In Dr. Garrett's automo- 
bile the two men raced for the little 
cottage where We girl was trying to 
die. In less than four minutes from 
the time the report had reached the 
Police Station the surgeons were at 
the home, No. 1360 Myrtle avenue.

Her hands were clasped in agonized 
appeal and her lips tightened.

In preparation for the day's services 
Comrade F. A. Werth had been chosen 
to sing, as only he could sing it, “The 
Battle Hymn of the Republic.” 
With tears in his eyes, the president 
of the day announced that Comrade 
Werth had passed away—that he had 
heard the call of the Great Com- 
mander. 
An inspiring spectacle was afforded 
by the veterans as they gathered at 
Central Park just before the main 
event of the day—the memorial meet- 
ing at the Auditorium. It was inspiring 
to the younger generation because of 
the lean ranks of the different local

Cliff Wall Slios Under Feet of Man 
and Woman and They Drop to 
Canyon Bed—Their Rescuers Come 
Across a Body Half Buried in Rocks 
and Shale, 


Half buried in the rocks and shale at 
the foot of the Sturtevant trail cliff 
the body of a man was found yester- 
day afternoon by the members of a 
rescue party who had entered the Big 
Santa Anita Cafion for the purpose of 
bringing out Mr. and Mra. A. Wilson, 
who fell over the cliff some distance 
away. 

The body had evidently been there 
two weeks or more. It was clothed in a 
black suit and mountain boots. A cet 
luloid collar, No. 14%, a soft shirt and 
a slouch hat with the initials S. B. W.. 
stamped in the sweatband, completed 
the costume. There was nothing fur- 
ther about the remains to give a clew 
to the identity of the man. He was 
about 60 years of age, but whether he 
fell from the cliff, towering 110 feet 
above, or whether he plunged head-first 
down its steep sides to commit sul 
cide, cannot be determined. The ab- 
sence of papers or marks showing the 
man's identity give rise to the theory 
that he might have sought the des- 
perate way in which to end his life. 
The body was wedged between twe 
boulders in such a manner that il 
could not bee seen ten feet away, and 
it was only by accident that one of the 
rescuers stumbled upon it.

The Board of Supervisors will open 
bids today for the grading of the Har- 
vard boulevard. This involves the grad- 
ing of a distance of 24,938 feet, and 
48,000 cubic yards of fill. It is proba- 
bly the most important comme 
boulevard to be constructed in the 

roads system, constituting a 
route, straight as the crow files, to 
Wilmington and San Pedro. Thish - 
way will be practically an extension 
of Main street from the southern city 
limits. In Nigger Slough there will 
be one nine-foot fill 850 feet long. 

The Highway Commission will sub- 
mit to the Supervisors specifications 
upon which will be based bids for 
installing a rock-crushing plant, with 
a capacity of 1000 tons in eight hours, 
at the Pacoima quarry in the San 
Fernando Valley. Also specifications 
upon which will be based bids for sup- 
plying the county with rock from any 
quarry having rock within the require- 
ments of classes A and B of the gen- 
eral rock specifications. This will al- 
low owners of such quarries to com- 
pete for the very large quantity of 
rock, which will probably exeeed 800. 
000 tons. The bids will call for prices 
f.o.b. cars, with a gross limit, and 
a per diem limit. 

NEXT THREE TO COME UP. 

At a meeting of the Highway Com- 
mission Saturday the engineering de- 
partment was requested to prepare 
final specifications, preparatory to ad- 
vertising for bids to improve three 
important sections of highways; the 
Whittier road from the city limits of 
Los Angeles to the Los Angelés coun- 
ty line, a distance of 14.15 miles on the 
way to La Habra; the Wlishire boule- 
vard from Los Angeles city limits to 
Santa Monica, 7.47 miles, and the south 
portion of Long Beach boulevard from 
Compton to Long Beach, a distance of 
seven miles.

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de MANY VISIT LAST LONG HOMES 


OF OLD SOLDIERS. 
Crowds in Two Days Greatest Ever 


Known in History of City—Serv- 
ices at All Burial Places in and 
Near Los Angeles Conducted by 
Survivors and Other Patriots. 


Early morning hours found crowds 
at the various cemeteries, all there to 
help in the decoration of the graves 
of departed soldiers and of their own 
families. 

The outpouring to the homes of the 
dead in and around Los Angeles was 
the largest in years. J. H. C. Von 
der Lohe, superintendent of Rosedale 
Cemetery, declared that on Sunday 
and yesterday there had been at least 
50,000 visitors in the burying ground. 
“From 7 o'clock, Sunday morning. 
until 9 at night, during which time 
the street cars were run on a two- 
minute schedule, people crowded into 
the grounds. There were more people 
here at the exercises for the departed 
soldiers, Monday morning and during 
the entire day and on Sunday, than 
I have seen at any time in twenty-five 
years,” sald Mr. Von der Lohe. 

The superintendent at Evergreen 
Cemetery, where memoria) services al- 
so were held, estimated the crowd at 
that cemetery for the two days as at 
least 30,000. 

At New @alvary, decoration of the 
graves was carried out systematically

Graves of Nearly Twenty-five Hun- 
dred Veterans Are Decorated at 
Retreat for Aged and Disabled 
Heroes of Country's Wars—Many 
Vacancies in Ranks. :

SOLDIERS’ HOME, May 31.—Memo- 
rial Day at the Soldiers’ Home was ob- 
served this morning with becoming 
ceremonies at the cemetery, and in 
Memorial Hall this afternoon with ex- 
ercises appropriate to the day. Graves 
of 2359 of the nation’s preservers were 
decked with flowers by devoted women

her own hands to place—perhaps for 
her the last time—her tribute upon the 
grave of her departed hero, 

Many a visitor turned with a tear 
from scenes where some woman re- 
cently widowed grieved at the fresh- 
made grave of her loved and lost one. 

Never were flowers more profuse 
than those provided today, almost en- 
tirely from the parks and conserva- 
tories of the Home, placed upon the 
graves chiefly by tender-hearted, patri- 
otic women and children of. Sawtelle. 

Every detail observed on similar oc- 

casions in the past was not only 
equally well carried out, but in some 
particulars prewous Memorial Day ex- 
ercises were excelled. Crowds of vis- 
itors other than thoge taking active 
part were present and remained the en- 
tire day. 
Interspersed with the long line of uni- 
formed veterans, the contingent of 
Sawtelle's women and children was a 
striking feature in the parade. 

As the “Goddess of Liberty,” Mrs. 
Effie Miller, in a garment of national 
colors, was an attractive figure. She 
bore a handsome banner, the stream- 
ers of which were proudly held by lit- 
tle Rowland Barr and Tommy Toy.

Unique Memorial Service at Uni- 
versity Methodist Church—Military 
Orders Attend—Able Sermon by 
the Pastor—Dr. Day Condemns 
Sports on Day Dedicated to Dead. 


Among the interesting memorial 
services held on Sunday was that at 
the University Methodist Church, 
where the following military organiza- 
tions attended in a body: Bartlett- 
Logan Post, G. A. R.; Woman's Relief 
Corps, Sons of Veterans and Ladies’ 
Auxiliary, and Gen. H. G. Otis Camp, 
United Spanish War Veterans. 

A unique and beautiful feature of 
the service was the entry of twenty 
young ladies, clad in full white, sing- 
ing as a processional, “The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.” As they 
reached the chancel rail in the center 
of the chureh they separated to the 
right and left, and ascended the plat- 
form from each side. It was a very 
effective conception and was splendidiy 
carried out by the young ladies. 

The sermon of Rev. E. J. Inwood was 
a fine and able one, delivered under the 
topic, “Our Heritage.” He gave an in- 
teresting review of some of the notable 
battlefields, having but recently gone 
over the ground; and referred to the 
place taken in history by many of 
the leaders in the great conflict. 

REVERES THE PILGRIMS. 

Rev. Mr. Inwood was born a Brit- 
ish subject, but he said in her ser- 
mon that he would rather have the 
blood of the Pilgrims course through 
his veifis than the biluest blood of 
Wuropean aristocracy. He further said: 

“I am proud that the relations be- 
tween America England are grow-

world.” 

He raid a high tribute to the man- 
hood of America, and uttered a warn- 
ing against the tendency to worship 
wealth, and his reference to Garfield, 
McKinley and Lincoln were received 
with demonstrations of joy by the 
veterans present.

ing the flag to the top of one of the 
towers of the church.

We want free lumber, free coffee and 
tea, free oil and the tariff on hosiery 
cut in half from the present law, and 
if the hosiery manufacturers can't 
Stand that then let them do as we 
prune growers Go when prunes go to 
2 cents a und, cake their medicine or 
quit 

We alt, want all manufactured ar- 
ticles on the free list that are shipped 
to foreign countries, and sold for leas 
than here. To my mind, that act of 
the manufacturers in exploiting us to 
— a foreigner is positively insult- 
ng. 

We want all trickery, such as clas 
ing woolen-lined rubber boots as 
woolen manufactures and taxing them 
cents a pound, left out of the tariff. 
Such things as that are pure fraud 
imposed on the consumers. 

I also think the income tax should be

Changes in Uniform Ordered—Bilue 
Helmets May Be Adorned With 
Tassels. 

The familiar white stripe which for 
years has been an embellishment of the 
Los Angeles pollceman's uniform, is to 
give way to a similar ornamentation 
of “dizzy” blue. This is the order of 
Chief Dishman, who will gradually 
make other changes in the fatigue 
dress of the finest.” 

Not only will sleeve stripes be blue, 
but the trousers also will be ornament- 
ed with a blue stripe down the outside 
of each leg. On the sieeve, as in the 
past, thére will be one department 
stripe and one stripe for each five years 
of service. 

Gray helmets will be allowed dur- 
ing the summer months, but when the 
blue nas“ come back, next fall. the 
Chief may order them adorned with 
tassels.

The daughter of Chris 
Evans, the famous bandit of fifteen 
years ago who held up and robbed 
many Southern Pacific traing in lower 
San Joaquin Valley, is trying to secure 
the release of her father from Folsom 
prison. She has secured many signa- 
tures of prominent men, and it looks 

as though she may be successful. 

Evans was a rancher in Visalia, and 
with John and George Sontag, he car- 
ried out a series of railway robberies 
that aroused the whole State. He 
looted Wells-Fargo packages, but sel- 
dom bothered passengers. Finally his 
identity was discovered, and he and 
John Sontag were chased into the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains, where they 
were sheltered by people who hated the 
railroad company. 

Sontag and Evans were surprised 
while making a visit to VisalHa. Son- 
tag was killed, and Evans lost an arm 
and one eye before being — 2 
Evans has been a model prisoner f 
fifteen years. 
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
